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This Ils Much Bigger 
Than Us 

My wife’s response was 
calm and stable. She comforted 
me with unimaginable strength. 
At first we didn’t talk, but then I 
heard her pray. I couldn’t make 
out everything she said, but at the 
word “‘amen,” I felt a peace that 
really did “pass all understanding” 
(Philippians 4:7). She looked in 
my eyes and said, “This is much 
bigger than us, and God is going 
to see us through.” 

The ordeal began with 
anonymous phone calls from 
reporters. They asked questions of 
my wife that were cruel and mean, 
such as: “How much did you 
know about your husband’s illegal 
activities?” One of the first head- 
lines when Googling her name 
was now: “Gospel Singer Judith 
Christie McAllister’s Husband 
Arrested for Wire Fraud.” 

That headline was a reality 
check for me. This matter publicly 
humiliated the woman I loved and 
cherished. As I was falsely accused, 
she would be falsely accused. My 
wife experienced “guilt by asso- 
ciation.” When she walked into a 
room, conversations stopped and 
eyes rolled, yet she walked tall and 
smiled confidently but humbly. 


God’s Word 
Had To Be Alive 

For me it was testing time. 
The Bible had to come to life and 
not just be writing on a page. I was 
raised in church and earned a B.A. 
in theology, but now the “Word” 
had to be alive in ways I had yet to 
discover. 

I understood the legal 
system and how it worked because 
I had been part of it for over 20 
years. I could have given in and 
made a deal to avoid a trial; every- 


one prefers that because it’s easier. 
But I never committed wire fraud. 
I advised many others involved to 
avoid confessing to something they 
didn’t do, and I believe that most 
did not unless they were coerced. 

I was at trial within six 
months of being called into my 
office that day. My attorneys knew 
my faith in the Lord and that 
it wasn’t a show or courthouse 
religion. I had read every scripture 
I could on faith and trusting God. 
I was excited to see how He was 
going to vindicate me, defeat my 
enemies and give me the victory. 

I expected my mourning to be 
turned into dancing and that the 
enemy would return everything 
I lost tenfold. 

When I stood before a 
judge and jury and heard “guilty,” 
I felt numb. I had expected God to 
work on my behalf and reveal the 
truth, to deliver me. He didn’t. The 
Lord had disappointed me because 
He didn’t do what I expected. 


What A Virtuous 
Woman Looks Like 

As | turned to walk out of 
the courtroom and saw the looks 
of failure in my attorneys’ eyes, 

I saw my wife extending her arms 
to hug and comfort one of my 
lawyers. Shouldn’t it be the other 
way around - the attorney com- 
forting the wife of the convicted 
defendant? I had witnessed what a 
virtuous woman looks like on the 
outside and the inside. 

The next week, while oth- 
ers were preparing for the Christ- 
mas celebration, I found myself in 
a fight for my life. I was mentally, 
emotionally, physically and spiri- 
tually exhausted. 

There were some days I 
didn’t want to get out of bed but 
fought from out under the covers. 


There were a few days I couldn’t 
get out of bed; I laid there in a fe- 
tal position with my mind racing, 
asking, “Why?” 


Declined 

It was my daughter’s birth- 
day and I went to the store to pick 
up a birthday card. I found one 
that I liked, plus a pack of M&Ms. 
I heard the bright words, “That 
will be $4.22.” I swiped my debit 
card, as I had routinely done so 
many times before. I was surprised 
when I saw the word “declined.” 

“Do you have another form 
of payment?” came back, with at- 
titude. I gave that no thought and 
tried another card, but was embar- 
rassed when it was also declined. 

I went to the car where I 
kept my spare change and managed 
to come up with $1.72. I couldn’t 
buy my daughter a birthday card. 

My body began to shake 
uncontrollably. I quivered as the 
tears started. I had made six fig- 
ures, had run businesses that made 
millions, and managed millions 
more in assets, and now I didn’t 
have $4.22 to buy my daughter a 
birthday card? I was a convicted 
failure of a man who thought he 
had nothing left. 

It was almost an hour be- 
fore I could get myself together to 
make the 10-minute drive home. 
When I walked in the rented house 
that I was uncertain we could af- 
ford much longer, Judy saw in my 
eyes that I was a mess. We didn’t 
say much. She hugged me. As she 
held me, I felt the warmth of her 
hands touch my soul. 

I stammered to her about 
what had just happened at the store. 
Then I had thoughts of me push- 
ing a shopping cart and my family 
having to live out of a car. But Judy 
spoke that wisdom again: “Trust 


God. This is bigger than us.” 

Nine months later, after 
finishing a Bible study class, I 
told the people there that it might 
be my last meeting for a while 
because I was supposed to report 
to a prison camp by the end of the 
week. The saints began to pray 
and speak words of encouragement 
that God would work everything 
out and we’d meet the next week 
at the same time and place. 

Two days later, I was driv- 
ing to prison to turn myself in. 
The only experience that compared 
with it was when my mama would 
send me outside to get my own 
switch. I humored myself with 
those thoughts on the 3 and a half 
hour drive to the prison. Judy was 
by my side in the car. 

My concern was who 
would take care of my family 
while I was gone. I believed that 
my new attorney would have my 
appeal heard and have me home 
within 30 days, instead of follow- 
ing my four-year sentence. 

After six weeks, the at- 
torney said it would be at least 12 
months before my appeal would 
be heard. My disappointment and 
frustration had now turned into 
anger and bitterness. I was done 
crying out to God. I just shook my 
head, asking, “Why?” I was now 
in a prison surrounded by men 
who felt the same way I did. Many 
were cursing God and wanted to 
hear nothing about Him. 


| Heard The Words 
In My Spirit 

As I was passing the prison 
chapel, I heard these words in my 
spirit: “What are you willing to 
sacrifice to change the way another 
man spends eternity?” I paused 
for a moment and heard it again: 
“What are you willing to sacrifice 


to change the way another man 
spends eternity?” My heart, which 
had begun to harden, started soft- 
ening at that very moment. 

The 36 months that I 
would spend in prison was noth- 
ing compared with eternity. Christ 
gave the perfect example of sac- 
rifice and changed the way we all 
can spend forever. 

I preached my first sermon 
in prison two weeks later and saw 
God lead several to accept Christ. 
I then began ministering to indi- 
viduals. One man in particular, 
who was Asian and came to prison 
a Buddhist, was saved and called 
home to tell his family to start 
attending a Christian church. We 
spent over a year together studying 
the Word of God. Before he left 
the prison, he recited the books 
of the Bible in both English and 
Mandarin. He’s planning to go 
back to his home country and 
minister. 


Confident And 
Humble 

I experienced the unimagi- 
nable, as far as loss and disgrace, 
in being falsely accused and serv- 
ing my sentence. I recognized that 
I was not the first person to endure 
this and would not be the last. I 
also realized that I had a woman of 
influence who was always by my 
side, reaching out for and holding 
my hand. 

It could be considered a 
dichotomy that Judy is confident 
and humble at the same time. 
However, that’s what God does 
with women of influence; He 
works in mysterious ways, His 
wonders to perform. 

I had a woman who pushed 
past her own pain and frustration 
to petition heaven on my behalf. 

I had a woman who didn’t run or 


disassociate herself from me be- 
cause of the shame I had brought 
upon on her. I had a woman who 
loved both God and me uncondi- 
tionally, and not just in word but 
in action. I had a true woman of 
influence in Dr. Judith Christie 
McAllister, who discerned that we 
must always trust God because 
things are often bigger than us. 
She also realized that we must be 
willing to not take the easy way 
but only the right one, because the 
right way may just bring the sacri- 
fice to change how another person 
will spend eternity. TWT

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At the tender age of twelve, Mother Dorothy 
Holmes found her lifelong calling through very prac- 
tical means. It wasn’t glamorous or prestigious, but 
it served God and the church and brought her great 
fulfillment. Young Dorothy Holmes became a com- 
mitted usher. She had no idea that she would spend 
the next seven decades perfecting, learning and 
appreciating this gift that eventually led to her pro- 
motion as president of the Church of God in Christ 
International Usher Department. 

Her lifelong efforts have not gone unnoticed. 
Mother Holmes was honored by Bishop Charles E. Blake, 


Let all things he done decently and in order 


Sr. and Mother Mae Blake at the 107" annual Holy 
Convocation. Bishop Blake praised Mother Holmes 
with the following words: “In recognition of her years 
of service to Christ as Doorkeeper in the House of God, 
and president for the International Usher Department, 
her exemplary conduct as a saintly mother in Zion and 
leader for many years has brought her to our attention 
and has caused us to grant her the Presiding Bishop’s 
Medal, in recognition of her ministry and many years.” 

Mother Holmes began ushering as a young 
girl at Mount Herman Missionary Baptist Church in 
Reidsville, NC. She often attended church with her 
maternal grandmother. While desiring to work in the 
church, Mother Holmes came to understand exactly 
where she belonged. Her grandmother was asked if she 
would allow her granddaughter to join the Junior Usher 
Board. It was not a hobby, nor was it just an organiza- 
tion, Mother Holmes later discovered. “I always had 
a gift for helping,” she explained. “I like to teach, but I 
discovered that ushering was where I fit the most.” 

A native of Reidsville, North Carolina, Mother 
Holmes remembers moving to Cleveland, Ohio and 
later to Chicago, Illinois when she was very young. 
She has come full circle and is again living in North 
Carolina in the city of Greensboro. She is a widow 
who has raised three children, although one is deceased. 
A graduate of the College of DuPage in Glen Ellyn, 
Illinois, Mother Holmes has degrees in human services 
and addiction counseling. 

As a national usher for the past 42 years, Mother 
Holmes has served the national ushers department as 
treasurer, secretary, uniform committee chairperson, 
administrative assistant, vice president and finally as 
president. 


“In 1973, I first visited the National Convoca- 
tion,’ Mother Holmes said. “The person who took me 
told me to bring my ushering uniform. I was put to 
work that day and I have been serving with the national 
ushers ever since,” she exclaimed. She has served 
every Presiding Bishop, beginning with Bishop J.O. 
Patterson. Mother Holmes says she believes in doing 
whatever your hands find to do. That explains her 
hobby of being a seamstress and making handkerchiefs 
and other items for those in ministry. 

The 81 year old mother says she wishes more 
people understood the calling to usher. “Ushering is a 
ministry, not just put- 
ting on a white dress,” 
she explained. “Ush- 
ers must be commit- 
ted and dedicated. It’s not just a job. You must do it 
Sunday after Sunday.” 

Although she is now an octogenarian, Mother 
Holmes shows no signs of retiring. She serves as 
director of ushers at her local church, Wells Memorial 
COGIC, where Superintendent Herman G. Platt is pas- 
tor. She looks forward to offering a second Recruiting 
and Learning Institute for her department. “So many 
ushers have retired, due to sickness, that we desire to 
implement a program where every usher brings an 
usher for recruitment purposes,” she said. 

Mother Holmes believes the ushers must work 
with all auxiliaries, including greeters. “Greeting is not 
the same as ushering,” she said. While ushers are often 
the ones who greet members and visitors, their calling 
is totally different. I trust God in every way,’ Mother 
Holmes said. “God has honored my faithfulness.” 

Mother Holmes says if she could change 
anything or improve church etiquette, she would work 
on manners. “I want saints to respect the ushers,” she 
said. “Sometimes they walk all over us. I want them to 
understand that we are serving God,” she said. 

In spite of how she and other ushers are treated 
at times, she is committed to her calling. She sums up 
her mission through her favorite scripture found in | 
Corinthians 14:40. “Let all things be done decently and 
in order.” TWT

e Self-assessment: Effective leaders periodical- 

ly take stock of their personal strengths and short- 

comings. They ask: “What do | like to do? What am 

| really good at?” “What are my areas of weakness, 

- and what do | dislike doing?” Knowing your areas of 

weakness does not make you weak; on the contrary, it allows you to delegate to others who 
have those abilities, in order to achieve the common goal. Rather than clinging to the false belief that they can do it all, 
great leaders hire people who complement, rather than supplement, their skills. Working on your areas of weaknesses | 
will improve your leadership ability — and recognizing them makes you more human. 

e Sharp perception: Do you know how people really perceive you? Effective LEADERS do. They have an easy level of | 
honest communication with their teams and their peers, and a thorough understanding of how they are perceived. Testing : 
others’ perception of you can be as simple as observing their behavior. Are your co-workers and team members re- | 
laxed around you? Does all conversation stop when you enter the room? If you really want to know what people think, just 
ask them. You may receive feedback that you're not listening or showing appreciation as well as you could be. If you’ve 
established an environment of honest and open communication, you should be able to ask about your good qualities and 
the areas you need to improve on. Your staff and those you lead will appreciate your effort. 

e Responsive to the group’s needs: Being perceptive can also help a leader be more effective in knowing the needs of 
the team. Some teams value trust over creativity; others prefer a clear communicator to a great organizer. Building a 1 
strong team is easier when you know the values and goals of each individual, as well as what they need from you as their | ‘ 
leader. | 

e Knowing the organization: Effective leaders know the organization’s overall purpose and goals, and the agreed-upon 
strategies to achieve these goals; they also know how their team fits into the big picture, and the part they play in helping 
the organization grow and thrive. Full knowledge of your organization — inside and out — is vital to becoming an effective 
leader. 
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2. Learning Negotiation, Team Building, Motivation and Goal Setting Skills 


Today’s business professionals know that in order to achieve success, they must commit to lifelong learning and skill building. En- | 
rolling in online business courses is one route to improving your leadership skill set, and earning valuable leadership certification. 


Business courses that offer leadership certification often include professional instruction in these essential areas: 


~@ Communication — Good communication skills are required at every level of business, but leaders must possess outstanding

3. The Spiritual Scriptural Aspect of Leadership 

Great and godly leaders in Scripture had a profound sense of living and serving in the presence of God. Moses, faced with the 
daunting challenge of leading his immature nation through difficult and unforgiving terrain to a yet unseen Promised Land, im- 
plored God, "If your Presence does not go with us, do not send us up from here. How will anyone know that you are pleased 
with me and with your people unless you go with us?" (Exodus 33:15,16).* "Presence" in this passage is the Hebrew 

word panim, that literally means "face." This is a picturesque way of depicting God’s favor and nearness. Moses’ relationship 
with God was so personal and intimate that Exodus gives us this striking memory, "The Lord would speak to Moses face to 
face, aS a man speaks with his friend" (33:11). In fact, Moses’ face became radiant from exposure to the divine glory and had 
to be veiled as he moved among the people (34:29). 


New Testament leaders also had a distinct sense of the presence of God. Moses went up Mount Sinai to meet with God; Paul 
was caught up to paradise for one of his many revelations from the Lord (2 Corinthians 12:1-4). Confident of God’s work 
through his own person, Paul wrote to the Romans that he longed to "impart . . . some spiritual gift" to make them strong 
(Romans 1:11). In closing this letter, he added, "I know that when I come to you, I will come in the full measure of the bless- 
ing of Christ" (15:29). To the Corinthians, he preached "with a demonstration of the Spirit’s power" (1 Corinthians 2:4). As an 
apostle, he was, on the one hand, conscious of being weak, but on the other, aware of Christ’s power in him (2 Corinthians 
12:9). The aroma of his Damascus Road experience lingered throughout his life and ministry (Acts 9:1-9). Where Paul was 
present as a gifted and yielded vessel, God was also present and working in a special way. Paul became one of the Bible’s 
most effective leaders and one of the most quoted apostle in the Bible. 


Effective Leadership is more than doing the job, it requires godly directions in all we do and with whom we do it with and for. 
As effective spiritual leaders we must lead by godly examples and remain open to better ideas from others.

in His awesome providence, has 
recently fulfilled that very prom- 
ise in my life. This past April, 
the Lord blessed me to venture 
to and minister His Word in a 
place where many will never go 
- the nation of Cuba. Unknown 
to most, Cuba shares in our rich 
COGIC heritage, with its juris- 
diction comprised of 44 churches 


and 50+ house ministries. In 
fact, the Church of God in Christ 
has been established in Cuba for 
over 70 years. 

Upon arriving in Habana, 
I was welcomed by Supervi- 
sor Rosa Garcia and Moses, my 
good friend and translator for the 
trip. I toured the eastern part of 
the country with them as Su- 
pervisor Garcia afforded me the 
opportunity to preach “la Palabra 
de Dios” (the Word of God) in 
different settings, ranging from 
house ministries, to small churches 
in rural areas, to the old Habana 
edifice pastored by Bishop José 


Mesa, Cuba’s prelate, to the 
church that she pastors in the 
heart of Caimito. Every service 

I attended was infused with the 
Lord’s anointing. There were 

no Hammond organs and many 
times, no drums; only the beautiful 
sounds of high praise, including 
the cherished “Yes Lord” or “Si 
Sefior” psalm. 

Cubans may not have 
many of the material things that 
we enjoy here in the US. What 
they do have, however, is a 
genuine love and respect for one 
another, and a true passion and 
hunger for God. 

I was so blessed to see the 
great work that transpires there. 


During the 1960s, Christians suf- 
fered great persecution. While 
other denominations closed their 
doors and left Cuba, the late 
Bishop Garcia and the COGIC 
pioneers in Cuba persistently 
preached and remained steadfast. 
After countless years of suffering, 
today the government holds the 
Cuba Jurisdiction in the highest 
regard. In the past year, the Cas- 
tro family offered several acres 
of farmland to the jurisdiction 
that will be used to feed hundreds 
who would otherwise be unable 
to eat. This was a momentous 
gesture of goodwill from the 


Castro family. 

In a communist soci- 
ety where money is difficult to 
acquire, the church will now be 
able to earn funds by selling their 
produce, which will then enable 
them to invest in their programs 
and visions of the future. Bishop 
Mesa and Supervisor Garcia, 
I found, are practical thinkers. 
They are not concerned about 
sowing money into their church 
buildings to make them lavish; 
but rather, they are concerned 
with feeding the hungry and 
clothing the needy. They are pre- 
occupied with the wellbeing of 
the souls that they meet. 

Visiting and ministering 


in Cuba has been one of the most 
fulfilling decisions I have made 
in my life thus far. I look forward 
to returning in December for 
their national convocation. Please 
keep the COGIC jurisdiction of 
Cuba in your continual prayers.

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ollowing years of civil 
unrest, the 70s marked a 
decade of progress and 
achievement for African- 
Americans. During this 
period, Evangelical and 
Pentecostal churches grew 
rapidly and the church 


played a critical part in family influence. Everyone 
knew what was meant by “it takes a village.” Em- 
bedded with Christian values at a young age, when 
the COGIC bookstore held its grand opening in 
November 1973, 18 year old Sharon Miller did not 
hesitate when Bishop Patterson called her and told 
her to go to the bookstore to help her mom. 

Sharon grew up in the church but she was 
not saved. She had other things she wanted to do 
besides help run a bookstore, yet out of reverence 
to the man she called pastor, she was obedient. She 
realizes now that they wanted to keep her close to the 
saints until she received salvation. Sharon accepted 
Christ in 1991. Her entire working career has been 
in the bookstore and today, she cannot imagine what 
it would be like if she wasn’t able to be part of it. 

Miller’s transition to bookstore director was 
inevitable. During its infancy, there were times when 
her mother, who was the previous bookstore director, 
would go on crusades and Sharon was responsible 
for keeping the bookstore open. She helped set up 
the bookstore during what she called “the church’s 
renaissance period.” Earning $2.00 per hour, there 


were some days they did not see any customers 
and there wasn’t enough money for her to get paid. 
However, it was not about the money. For Sharon, 
the bookstore represented more than a successful 
business, it represented ministry. 

She has since come to love the job. “I have 
had my arms around every presiding bishop,” she 
jokes. As bookstore director, she is responsible for 
procuring the inaugural and sacred robes for COG- 
IC’s leadership. Anytime there is a high holy event, 
they turn to her for assistance. This sacred respon- 
sibility was established when her mother, Geraldine 
Miller, was named COGIC’s first National Adjutant 
Mother in 1976. 

When asked the question, “If you were not 
able to manage the COGIC bookstore, what would 
you do?” Sharon lit up. She loves mission work. Her 
love for the mission field started at the bookstore. 
Says Sharon, “When we get customers who are not 
COGIC, who don’t believe as we believe, it is an op- 
portunity to open dialog. You can touch someone's 
life with a coffee mug or hand sanitizer with a scrip- 
ture. I don’t want to preach or go from church to 
church. My passion is for people who are not saved.” 
Her disdain for flying also keeps her close to home. 

To support the work, Sharon initiated a 
mission’s basket in the bookstore. Damaged and 
donated books and materials are placed in the basket 
to support Home and Foreign Missions. If someone 
makes a request, Sharon goes out of her way to 
procure items for them from vendors and publishers. 


Because of her commitment to ministry, when the 
bookstore can’t meet the need, Sharon donates items 
herself. “You have to build relationships. When 
business is slow, there is still ministry. It is a service. 
There is sacredness in what we do. ” 

Sharon fondly recalls her life around the Mason 
and Patterson families. Early Bible Band lessons by 
Lelia Mason Byas taught her real ministry, the real 
meaning of preaching out a church, being frugal and 


not sweating the small things. 

Living by these principles has helped her 
hold up a standard in the COGIC and stay in business 
at a time when brick and mortar stores are going out 
of business. Although it has been difficult to procure 
items that are an integral part of COGIC, Sharon 
loves the challenge of meeting the needs of others. 
She loves connecting people with resources that 
teach them how to build churches. 

“In 2015, we have been promoting a series of 


books written by John Rainer. One Sunday, I heard 
Matthew Brown preach from the “Autopsy of the 
Deceased Church’ and I commented on his Facebook 
page. I let him know that the COGIC bookstore 
could offer the same books that Lifeway does at the 
same price.” 

Sharon sees herself as a resource and believes 
it is her mission to help people be successful, even 
if they are not part of the COGIC reformation. “We 


need resources to help people build churches. We 


must stay aligned with the national church and are 
thankful that God uses the presiding bishop to give 


us tools for ministry. I can’t imagine doing anything 
else.” TWT

MINDING THE MINISTRY OF FINANCE

Describing Mother Sylvia Hamlett Law as a trailblazer would not do her much 
Justice. A trailblazer stays on a path allowing others to follow. Mother Law has 
blazed multiple trails, lt a candle along the way, and encouraged others to follow 
in her footsteps. This woman of God has majored in the subject of “Firsts.” 


mong an impressive list, she was the 
first woman and African American to serve as director of the Fiscal Services Ad- 
ministration for Maryland Department of Health and Mental Hygiene. 

Like the biblical leader Deborah who judged a nation, Mother Law did not 
allow her gender to deter her from exploring a financial profession that was domi- 
nated by men. That tenacity, along with the providence of God, landed her a posi- 
tion as the first female chief financial officer (CFO) of the Church of God in Christ. 
Additionally, at the end of her tenure as CFO, she ran and won election to the 
COGIC National Trustee Board, securing the highest number of votes each time she 
has run for this board. She currently serves as the 2" vice chair of the Board. 

Moving upward and onward, as she always does, Mother Law currently 
serves as chair of the Scholarship Committee for the annual COGIC Charities We 
Care banquet. She finds this position rewarding because she can extend the be- 
nevolent hand of the church to those in need. These positions were not just handed 
over to Mother Law. At the age of 21, she began working in numerous capacities 
for COGIC conventions, formerly labeled as UNAC and UNAC 5, but now known 
as AIM. She started as a volunteer and served faithfully in the Youth Department 
under Bishop C.D. Owens and Bishop Willie James. Later, Bishop Roy Winbush 
asked her to serve as the controller for UNAC, and Bishop Jerry Macklin asked her 
to serve as the controller for UNACS, as well as the Leadership Conference. 

A resident of Maryland, Mother Law is a graduate of the University of 
Baltimore where she majored in Accounting. She continued her education and 
received a master’s in Business Administration in Accounting from Morgan State 
University. She earned her doctorate in Business Administration from Califor- 
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nia Western University. Her chosen field very often caused 
her isolation from her peers. She was often the only African 
American woman in her Accounting classes. 

Her perseverance paid off in great dividends. Her 
blessings extended outside of the COGIC walls to the secular 
field. She was the first African American woman to serve as 
assistant legislative auditor for the State of Maryland. She 
has also served as director of Internal Audits and director of 
Finance for Morgan State University. Her passion for checks 
and balances also landed her a job as executive director of the 
Governor’s Office for Children, Youth and Families. 

Mother Law finds working for her own church organi- 
zation a blessing. “It’s the best thing I have ever done in my 
life,” she said. “I love my church and what it stands for. To 
be around bishops, pastors and men of God who practice what 
they preach makes it an honor and pleasure to serve. I have 
high esteem for the men of God.” 

For a number of years, Mother Law has been one of a 
few females who served on the COGIC Board of Trustees. 
She was first elected under Bishop G.E. Patterson. Mother 
Law was instrumental in developing the first COGIC personnel 
manual, with the leadership charge given to Supervisor 
Mildred Linzy. 

Mother Law’s astuteness and gift of organization led 
her to institute the first formal budgetary process for COGIC’s 
national departments. Today, that process continues to be used. 
Mother Law says she is grateful that she was allowed to institute 
a successful financial system for the church. ‘I always tried to 
stay within budget,” she said. “We put in safeguards and eventu- 
ally were able to create a reserve and start investments.” 

Mother Law says its’ important that COGIC members are 
aware of how funds are spent. “Church funds are for the operation 
of the church. Our church recently received an independent audit 
and nothing was found out of place,” she happily reported. 

Mother Law says she believes more women should not 
only work in the Women’s Department, but also work behind 
the scenes in the national church. ““Women have skills too,” 
she said. “We have knowledge and degrees that qualify us. 
We are attorneys, accountants and journalists. We can work 
behind the scenes and contribute and make a difference,’she 
continued. “I am glad that our church has evolved and now 
women are recognized who work outside of the Women’s 
Department. I thank God for Mother Willie Mae Rivers who 
was the first general supervisor to recognize the women who 
worked outside of her department.” 

A licensed evangelist missionary, Mother Law is flexible 
as proven through her service of working under the leadership 
of seven different governors in the state of Maryland. She 
has also served five presiding bishops in the national church 
organization. She leads by example, as evidenced through her

children, Steven Law and Lisa Law, who also serve the national 
church in Missions and Convention Bookings, respectively. 
Mother Law is a member of Carter Memorial COGIC where 
Pastor Carl Pierce, Sr. is pastor. “Mother Law is an impeccable 
and phenomenal woman of God who is extremely committed 
on the local, jurisdictional and national level,” said Pastor 
Pierce. “She has withstood changes in administration and 
remained consistent in her service. My church and ministry are 
certainly better because of her work. She has been a blessing in 
my life and ministry,” Pastor Pierce said. 

Mother Law refers to herself as a frugal person who 
won't spend money frivolously. She, however, is perhaps best 
recognized as a pioneer. Under Superintendent Linwood Dil- 
lard, she was presented at the 2015 AIM convention with the 
Roy H. Winbush Pioneers Award. That recognition is a great 
honor for a woman who is not afraid to lead and bring about 


positive change through innovative techniques. TWT

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of the Women’s Rights Movement 
of the early 19th Century, in 1911 
Mother Lizzie Woods Robinson, 
under the leadership of Bishop 
Charles H. Mason, was challenged 
to promote the work of women in 
the church and to unify and train 
women how to adeptly perform 

in traditionally female roles. Her 
efforts were successful in part, 
because she sought to be inclusive 
of women from all walks of life. 


Recognizing the importance 


women played in the ecclesiastical 
structure of the church, instead of 
stifling their gifts and potential, 
she set up an organizational 
structure to promote spiritual 
growth, unity, communication, 
and leadership for all women. 
Through prayer, Bible study, train- 
ing, self-development, and formal 
programs, the Department of 
Women’s Work equipped women 
to “teach” individuals from all 
walks of life. 

Robinson’s efforts lead 
to the establishment of several 
auxiliaries which still function 
as the bedrock, hands and feet of 
the Women’s Department: Prayer 
and Bible Band, Sewing Circle, 
Sunshine Band, Purity Class, and 


Home and Foreign Missions. The 
name of the Sewing Circle has 
since changed to Sewing Circle/ 
Artistic Fingers. 

The Women’s Department 
also includes many circles and units 
designed to address issues perti- 
nent to women today. The Official 
Handbook for the Department of 
Women lists the Young Women’s 
Christian Council as a unit, even 
though the Church of God in 
Christ (COGIC) Charter of 1972 
established the Young Women’s 
Christian Council (YWCC) as an 
auxiliary. Although this may seem 
contradictory, the Charter also 


empowers the national supervisor 
to supervise “‘any other auxiliary, 
national, state, or local, that the 
national supervisor and/or General 
Board shall deem necessary for the 
operation of the women’s work.” 
Critical to the organiza- 
tional structure of the Women’s 
Department, Lillian Brooks Coffey 
expanded on Mother Robinson’s 
legacy by organizing many of the 
circles and units that exist today. 
If auxiliaries are the hands and 
feet, then the circles are the heart 
and soul. Circles were established 
to meet the needs of women 
whose ministries directly corre- 
late to the calling of their spouses. 
In 2015, the most active circles 
include the wives of national of- 
ficers, bishops, superintendents, 


pastors, elders & ministers, and 
deacons. 

Units are designed to ad- 
dress the changing needs of the 
church and to support the activi- 
ties surrounding the International 
Women’s Convention; therefore, 
they are more apt to fluctuate than 
auxiliaries and circles. The newest 
units, “Overcomers” and “49 & 
Under” were established by our 
current national supervisor, Mother 
Willie Mae Rivers. Additional 
information regarding the entire 
structure of the Women’s Depart- 
ment can be found in the Official 
Women’s Handbook. 
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With each new leader and each 
new generation, change is inevi- 
table. Rooted in the Word of God, 
many congregations, missions, 
and schools have been birthed and 
continue to be birthed through 

the Women’s Department. From 
Coffey to Rivers, the largest 
department in the Church of God 
in Christ continues to transcend 
and develop to ensure the legacy, 
which started more than 100 years 
ago, liveson. TWT

Jerry L. Maynard, jurisdictional 
prelate of Tennessee Fourth, ap- 
pointed Superintendent Milton 
R. Hawkins as pastor of Temple 
of Deliverance Church of God 
in Christ (Memphis, TN) after 
Bishop Gilbert E. Patterson, 
church founder and former presid- 
ing bishop of the Church of God 
in Christ, transitioned to Glory. 

In his new pastoral role, 
Supt. Hawkins assumed the 
church’s $3 000,000.00 (three 
million dollar) mortgage balance. 
He and the Temple of Deliverance 
congregation worked vigorously 
to pay off the debt. This under- 
taking would prove God’s faith- 
fulness to His people when they 
trust Him to be their all-powerful 
God who owns everything and for 
whom nothing is impossible. 

Under Superintendent 
Hawkins’ leadership, along with 
the membership’s cooperation and 
dedication, the mortgage was liq- 
uidated within a remarkable length

of time. The president of Sun- 
Trust Bank recognized this was an 
astonishing accomplishment, as the 
loan was paid off five years ahead 
of schedule, saving the congrega- 
tion $1,000,000.00 (one million 
dollars). A grand celebration took 
place on September 26, 2009 

with Presiding Bishop Charles E. 
Blake, Sr. attending the mortgage 
burning service. 


The Whole Truth seized the 
opportunity to ask Bishop 
Hawkins a few pertinent 
questions: 


TWT: How soon after your pasto- 
ral appointment did you launch the 
campaign to pay off the mortgage? 
BISHOP HAWKINS: 

As you well know, following the 
iconic Bishop G. E. Patterson, Pre- 
siding Bishop of the COGIC from 
November 2000-March 20, 2007, 
was no easy task. After receiving 
the appointment from Jurisdiction- 
al Bishop Jerry L. Maynard, we 


immediately assessed the member- 
ship and its financial strength to 
ascertain a timeline for liquidating 
the mortgage. With the help of the 
Lord and the support of a loving 
membership, we were able to ac- 
complish this twenty-five months 
after my appointment. 

TWT: How did you express the 
need, or explain the reason for 
such a major undertaking? 
BISHOP HAWKINS: 

We met with the staff, leaders and 
membership of our church and 
promoted liquidating the mort- 
gage. It was a multi-million dollar 
mortgage, and one of the items 
that Bishop G. E. Patterson was 
unable to complete, due to his 
untimely demise. It was our goal 
to fulfill Bishop Patterson’s dream 
and extinguish this debt. 


TWT: What were your fundraising 
efforts that resulted in this aston- 
ishing accomplishment? 
BISHOP HAWKINS: 

Since Temple of Deliverance is a 


Bible-based church, we simply ad- 
vocated God’s plan, which is tithe 
and offering. We did no special 
campaign for mortgage liquida- 
tion. We asked the saints to con- 
tinue to trust God and be faithful 
in their stewardship, and the Word 
promised that he would supply 
ALL our needs according to His 
riches in glory by Christ Jesus. 


TWT: From a spiritual perspec- 
tive, how important was prayer in 
accomplishing this goal? 
BISHOP HAWKINS: 

Prayer is always the key to success 
and attainment of the invisible. As 
we sought the Lord in prayer for fa- 
vor and divine direction, God per- 
formed the miraculous and enabled 
us to achieve this worthy goal. 


TWT: How has having a mort- 
gage-free facility impacted the 
ministry ? 

BISHOP HAWKINS: 

Having a mortgage-free ministry 
is a tremendous blessing, especial- 
ly in these volatile times in which 
we live. It has freed us up to focus 
on other areas, such as missions, 
scholarships for our youth, adopt- 
a-school ministry, and blessing 
families/communities in need. It 
also sends a powerful statement to 
our membership, that God is able 
to do anything. And I shared with 
the congregation that as God has 
liquidated the church’s mortgage... 
watch God bless your house! 


TWT: Is there any advice or 
words of encouragement you can 
give to other pastors working to 
pay off their church mortgage? 
BISHOP HAWKINS: 

I will share the same advice I have 
shared throughout my ministry: 
trust God, fast and pray, be a per- 
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son of integrity, and the member- 
ship you serve will embrace you 
as you follow Christ. Reduce un- 
necessary spending and allow the 
congregants to see that an anemic 
economy is no match for God. 


In 2014, during the 10”" 
Holy Convocation in St. Louis, 
MO, Superintendent Milton 
Hawkins was installed as bishop. 
Today, Bishop Hawkins and the 
Temple of Deliverance COGIC 
family continue to praise God for 
His grace and allowing the found- 
er’s dream to be fulfilled. 

Indeed, Bishop Hawkins 
and the Temple of Deliverance 
church family are to be commend- 
ed and, most certainly, God is to 
be praised. TWT

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Supreme Court Ruling Reminds Us of 


Manss Need — 


for the

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his past 
June, the 
United 
States 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
5-4 that 
the 14th 
Amendment requires all 50 states 
to issue marriage licenses for 
same-sex couples, and to recog- 
nize those marriages performed 
in other states. Among professing 
Christians, the response has varied 
between shock, outrage, fear and 
indifference. However, in a time 
of changing norms and declin- 
ing morals, there was very little 
surprise. As holiness, Pentecostal 
believers, our perspective regard- 
ing same sex marriage must be 
rooted in Scripture, and we must 
be ever-mindful that regardless of 
decisions made by the Supreme 
Court, our God reigns in unri- 
valled sovereignty and supremacy. 
Isaiah 46:9-10 declares, 
“Remember the former things long 
past, for I am God, and there is 
no other; I am God, and there is 
no one like Me, declaring the end 
from the beginning, and from an- 
cient times things which have not 
been done, saying, ‘My purpose 
will be established, and I will ac- 
‘complish all My good pleasure.’” 
The Supreme Court deci- 
sion was known to God, and, by 
His divine providence, it will yet 
serve His purpose. God is in total 
control of this ruling, just as He is 
over where the wind blows and the 
lightning flashes. The God of the 
Bible knew this day was coming. 
Romans 1:28 teaches, “And since 
hey did not see fit to acknowl- 
dge God, God gave them up to 
debased mind to do what ought 
ot to be done.” Although the Su- 


preme Court’s ruling seems like a 
sin of epic proportion, it is merely 
another act of rebellion from a 
depraved human race. 

Yet, God is so sovereign 
and so holy that the ungodly rul- 
ings of the highest human courts 
solicit an unworried disdain from 
Heaven’s thrown. It should there- 
fore not be our response to angrily 
blast the culture. Rather, it should 
strike us with sorrow for our 
unregenerate brothers and sisters 
and motivate us to pray as never 
before, and to compassionately 
preach the gospel. 

Today, many are celebrat- 
ing the attempted overthrow of 
God’s design for marriage and 
family, yet, as with all perver- 
sion of God’s design, it will only 
prove futile and painful in the end. 
Today’s celebrations will bring 
future frustration. As tragic as this 
ruling is, it is relatively small in 
the scheme of things, which the 
true church of Christ has faced 
throughout history. There have 
been times when it was illegal to 
be a Christian. God’s people have 
been thrown to abused, starving 
wild beasts as punishment. Nero 
wrapped Christians in pitch and 
used them as human candles dur- 
ing his parties. The Roman Catho- 
lic Church burned Christians alive 
during the Reformation and in 
many countries today, Christians 
are denied basic human rights, are 
tortured, mocked, unjustly impris- 
oned and executed for their faith. 
Many of these persecuting societ- 
ies are nothing more than dust 
brushed by an inquiring archaeolo- 
gist. Yet, the church survives and 
the Word of God thrives. 

Therefore, regardless of 
laws made by man, God’s church 
must stay fervently committed 
to His plan. Matthew 5:13-16 


reminds us, “You are the salt of 
the earth... You are the light of the 
world. A city set on a hill cannot 
be hidden. Nor do people light a 
lamp and put it under a basket, 

but on a stand, and it gives light 

to all in the house. In the same 
way, let your light shine before 
others, so that they may see your 
good works and give glory to your 
Father who is in heaven.” 

The Supreme Court’s 
ruling changes nothing for the 
church because the Bible does not 
change. Therefore, in this dark 
hour, we have a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to do what we’re supposed 
to do: shine and speak. We are to 
be living epistles and oracles that 
declare a living Word to a dying 
world. The Supreme Court deci- 
sion is a reminder for the church 
that the world still needs Christ 
and that we are to yet love our 
neighbor and unashamedly preach 
Christ crucified in the place of 
sinners. The hope of humanity 
has never been in laws passed 
in man’s courts. For even if our 
nation’s laws represented the most 
respectable moral standards, they 
would still be insufficient to meet 
the greatest human need; that need 
is only met at the cross. It is there 
that we must maintain our focus.

ishop Michael |. Paden, Sr. of the Georgia Metro Jurisdiction has an 

anointing for accomplishing the unusual. The first clue is that he’s head of 
a group that he brought into existence with fewer churches than others 
said were needed, and in a manner that not many have even attempted. 


He had lost a run for bishop in the Macon area but formed a fellowship 
of approximately two dozen churches in and around the Peach State's 
largest city. Paden then flew to Memphis to talk with Presiding Bishop 
G.E. Patterson to help ensure he would not get a “cease and desist’ 
order in leading the group without being consecrated as a bishop. 


“Everyone was telling me, This is not going to happen, this is not going to happen, and I'm 
saying, ‘| think this is what God has called me to do," Paden says. 


He and the Holy Spirit held together the fellowship for |0 years until Bishop Roy Winbush 
of the Louisiana First Jurisdiction sponsored him and came along with two other bishops 
to Paden’s Holy Fellowship Church of God in Christ in Snellville. After another visit from 
Bishop Malcolm Colby of Oklahoma Southeast Jurisdiction on behalf of the General Assembly, 
the Georgian received his letter of appointment as bishop and was consecrated at the 
November 2013 Holy Convocation in St. Louis. 


Paden doesn’t just lead Holy Fellowship and Georgia Metro. He also pastors Tab- 
ernacle of Faith Church of God in Christ in Atlanta, this second congregation serving as 
another clue for his out-of-the-ordinary anointing. He assumed the church's leadership at 


the death of his father, Bishop Willis Paden. 

Heading two churches and a jurisdiction |s 
impactful even without considering that, for more 
than a decade, Bishop Michael Paden ran from his 
calling to preach. He received a bachelor's degree in 
construction management from Alabama's Tuskegee 
Institute (now a university), and while there, attended 
a Church of God in Christ where a mother called him 
a preacher He gently corrected her, then she corrected 
him.""Yes, you're a preacher, all right. You're runnin, he 
recalls her saying. A COGIC superintendent back in 
Georgia said much the same when Paden visited a 
congregation there. 

Paden surrendered to God's wishes in 1984 
and started what later became known as Holy Fellow- 
ship three years later He bought a $300,000 church 
building when he had just five members and $160 
in the bank, writing on faith a check for a $20,000 
down payment. It bounced once, but the second time 
it went through, thanks to prayer and the sacrifice of 
Paden and others going into savings and adding per 
sonal mortgages. 

The church grew significantly, to 250 members 
today.’’Bishop Paden Is by far one of the best, | don't 
want to limit it to just saying ‘pastors, but one of the 
best leaders I've ever come in contact with,’ says Elder 
Michael McNair Paden’s chief of staff for the Snellville 
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congregation.'‘He genuinely loves the people. He's a 
great man of integrity. | trust him with my life. | trust 
him with my family's life.” 

McNair started coming to Holy Fellowship as 
a hired musician in 1999. He became a member of 
a Church of God in Christ for the first time shortly 
afterward, later progressing to the status of minister 
and finally, ordination as an elder 

He and his wife Shenetta have no regrets about 
settling into Paden’s church and supporting it."'l know 
that because of us paying our tithes and offerings into 
the ministry, God blessed my household,” he says.'"VVe 
would sit down and try to figure out how we were able 
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to pay the bills we had paid, and we couldn't do tt.’ 
Paden tends to elevate musicians. As his right-hand 
man at Tabernacle of Faith, Elder Tewakee Culver has 
been the main cog in tts worship wheel for |8 years. 
Culver handles business as the church's associate 
minister when the bishop ts at his other church or on 
jurisdictional matters. 

“| feel | can anticipate certain things | know he 
likes, and do certain things | know he needs to get done. 
| try to lighten the load because he's pastor of two 
churches,’ Culver explains. “We're in communication 
almost every single day.’ 


The tight-knit, older congregation of around 30 


is quite active,

miraculously reversed course after saying the property 
was virtually worthless, instead stating tt would credit 
$345,000 toward the debt of Paden's ministry. 

“| said, ‘Hold on — what did you say?’ Then | 
said, ‘Put rt in writing,’ Paden recalls of his talk with 
bankers. ‘| got it about 30 minutes later’ 

The miracles don't stop with lending. First 
Lady Peggy Paden was diagnosed with breast cancer 
in 2004 but is now free of the disease. Her patient but 
confident declaration of faith in God at the onset of 
the malady set the stage for this move of the Lord. 

The bishop enjoys connecting with Presiding 
Bishop Charles E. Blake, telephoning the chief prelate 
to encourage him, express support and pledge farth- 
fulness. “‘l will not let him down,’ Paden promises. ‘To 
whom much is given, much Is required.” 

Bishop Paden indeed has much, and he thanks 
God for it. He declares that the Lord spoke to him of 
his emerging ministry, ‘Not by might, nor by power, 
but by my Spirit,” from Zechariah 4:6. The Holy Ghost 
appears to be on the job in the clergyman's work.
